The invention set forth in claims 1-8 involves an 
inventive step in relation to document 1 cited in the 
international search report. 

Document 1 does not indicate that the polycarbonate 
copolymer comprises, based on the entire aromatic hydroxy 
components, 5-95wt.% a specific dihydroxy compound 
containing a fluorene skeleton, or that the content of 
fluoren-9-on is I50ppm or less.

Claims 10-16 

The invention set forth in claims 10-16 involves an 
inventive step in relation to document 1 cited in the 
international search report. 

Document 1 does not indicate that the polycarbonate 
copolymer composition comprises, based on the entire 
aromatic hydroxy components, 5-95wt.% a specific dihydroxy 
compound containing a fluorene skeleton, or that the 
composition contains a polycarbonate copolymer wherein the 
content of fluoren-9-on is IBOppm or less. Moreover, due 
to this feature, the present invention exhibits the 
advantageous effect of having superior heat -resistance, 
birefringency and initial hue of the molding. 

Claims 17-26 

The invention set forth in claims 17-26 involves an 
inventive step in relation to document 1 cited in the 
international search report. Document 1 does not indicate 
that the molded article is formed by a polycarbonate 
copolymer comprising, based on the entire aromatic hydroxy 
components, 5-95wt.% a specific dihydroxy compound 
containing a fluorene skeleton and that the content of 
fluoren-9-on is ISOppm or less, or is formed by a 
composition containing said polycarbonate copolymer 
Moreover, due to this feature, the present invention 
exhibits the advantageous effect of producing an article 
which deteriorates little due to ultraviolet rays and heat 
and has little degradation of hue. 
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
